When the caliph al-Mansur opened the Abbasid mint in his 
new capital Madinat al-Salam (Baghdad) in the year 146h, he 
continued to employ the “Damascus” style of calligraphy that 
had been used on his Dirham coinage of al-Hashimiya in 145h.

The date 147h is very rarely encountered from Madinat al-

The Sudaysi, or 1/6-Dirham, is the well-known silver coinage 
of the Yemen, with only occasional mentions of the Dirham 
of the full canonical weight (qafla). This piece appears to be 
the only multiple denomination of the Sudaysi known, and is 
thus a great numismatic curiosity.

Joseph Aslan Cattaui Pacha came from a Jewish family in Egypt, the grandson of Yacoub Cattaui Bey (1801-1883), a banker and President of 
the Jewish community in Cairo. His uncle Joseph Aslan, Moses Cattaui Pasha (1849-1924), continued in this post and was chairman of the 
Austro-Hungarian community. His father Joseph Aslan, Aslan bey Cattaui Yakub (1824-1883), was mostly engaged in the development of 
the sugar industry in Egypt. Joseph Cattaui Pacha was politically minded, fighting to make Egypt independent of England and the Ottoman 
Empire (though increasingly pro German). In 1914 he was elected to the first “representative assembly” for the nationalist opposition. After 
the War his sympathies with the Wafd (Delegation), formed by Saad Zaghoul, made him pro-independence whilst continuing his opposition 
to the British. In 1920 and 1921 he represented the Wafd in talks in London with the then Colonial Secretary, Winston Churchill. In 1922, when 
Fuad became King of Egypt, he contributed to the writing of a modern constitution, urging the adoption of universal suffrage. He was elected 
MP for the constituency of Kom Ombo and joined the government as Minister of Finance in 1924 and then Communications. In 1927 he was 


appointed a senator, a position he held until his death and the event for which this medal was probably intended. The cataloguers have been 
unable to establish whether a finished medal was ever produced.

(b) any special, indirect, consequential or pure economic loss, costs, 
damages, charges or expenses. 


8.4. We shall not be liable to you or be deemed to be in breach of these 
Conditions by reason of any delay in performing, or any failure to perform, 
any of our obligations in the Conditions, if the delay or failure was due to any 
cause beyond our reasonable control. 


8.5. Nothing in these Conditions excludes or limits our liability for any 
matter which it would be illegal for us to exclude or attempt to exclude under 
English law or for our fraud or fraudulent misrepresentation. 


e): DATA PROTECTION 


91. By agreeing to these Conditions, a Bidder acknowledges and 
agrees that we will use personal information of a Bidder for the purpose 
of the auction and ancillary matters, including providing a Buyer's 
personal details to any other person where necessary to enforce our rights 
under these Conditions.
